395,000 construction and mod- 
ernization program within four 
years, board member Oscar A. 
Ehrhardt told the Post- Dispatch | 
today. | 

Ehrhardt is chairman of a co- 
ordinating committee for the 
projects. His group yesterday 
established priorities for carry- 
ing out the major construction 
included in the program, to be 
financed by a bond issue ap- 
proved by the voters in May. 

Whenever possible, the com- | 
mittee agreed to give top em- 
phasis to the building of new 
elementary schools, needed to 
relieye overcrowding. 

Given secone piace in the 
priority list was a combination 
auditorium, gymnasium and field 
house at the new technical high 
school. The school itself. on 
Northrup avenue, just west of 
South Kingshighway, is. still 
under construction. 

Schedule for Projects. 

Here is the order in which 
work on the various projects 
will be initiated, as determined 
by the committee: 

First: A new 24-room element- 
ary school at the Darst Apart- 
ments, public housing project 
Just east of City Hospital. 

Second: The addition at 
new technical high school. 

Third: A 24-room elementary 
school at the M-6 public housing 
project in the DeSoto-Carr area. 

Fourth: An addition for home

He said work was underway 
preparatory to seeking ~sids on 
some parts of the program to 
bring lighting in all classrooms 
up to national standards. Instal- 
lation should begin within about 
four months, he added, although 
completion iin all classrooms will 
take about four years. A $l.- 
675,000 item in the bond issue 
was included for the illumination 
work. 

Selecting Sites to Wait. 

Ehrhardt said decision as to 
where to build 10 eight-room 
buildings for primary grades 
would be deferred until enroll- 
ment data are available in Sep- 
tember, when desegregation will 
take place in the elementary 
schools. The bond issue con- 
tained $2,015,000 for these build- 
ings. 

Another decision to be made 
later is which elementary school 
playgrounds to enlarge. There 
is $750,000 in bond money avail- 
able to add to 10 playgrounds. 

Modernization projects on 
existing schools, Ehrhardt said, 
will be undertaken in accord- 
ance with a_ program to be 
worked out. by the building and 
instruction departments.

In a study titled “The Quest

“In recent vears,” the 59-page 
book added, ‘the chief difficulty 
appears to have been that of 
the countries of /eastern Europe 
in delivering the goods required 
to finance imports from the 
West.” It noted that this diffi- 
culty had been such that the 
Soviet Union had had to sell 
gold to pay for imports. 

At the U.N.’s tenth anniver-

lagt week, Foreign Minister V. 

Molotov carried on the per- 
sistent Soviet campaign against 
the Western embargo.

BUENOS AIRES, June 30. 


NE of the continuing mysteries in the wake of the June 16 
revolt is why the Peron dictatorship has advertised the sack- 
ing of the Roman Catholic churches but suppressed news of 
the rebels’ slaughter of innocent bystanders. These two shocking | 


outrages were committed the same day. 


First, rebel navy planes | 
bombed and strafed civilians in | 
Plaza de Mayo:‘in an apparent 
effort to assassinate President 
Juan D. Peron, killing hundreds 
and maiming hundreds more. 
Then mobs of vandals set fire 
to at least seven churches,. burn- 
ing, tearing down and smashing 
sacred objects. 

In the case of the slaughter 
on the central square, the gov- 
ernment promptly roped off the 
area, hauled away the bodies, 
patched up the smashed statu- 
ary, boarded up the bombed 
buildings, resodded the scarred 
lawns and generally did its best 
to erase all signs of the inci- 
dent. Soldiers even made the 
rounds of the newspaper offices 
and seized films of pictures 
taken immediately after the 
attack. : 

Churches Are Opened. 

But in the case of the looted 
and burned churches, the gov- 
ernment opened them to the 
public this week, in what seemed 
to be an effort to’ flaunt the 
damage. 

It is hard to see how the 
Peron government can escape 
considerable popular blame for 
the destruction of the churches, 
since it came as a climax of a 
bitter government campaign 
against Roman Catholic clergy- 
men. About 90 per cent of Ar- 
gentines are at least nominal 
Catholics. 

Peron has charged that bands 
of Communists set fire to the 
churches, in accusations reminis- 
cent of Adolf Hitler’s charges 
that the Communists set the 
Reichstag fire. Few appear to 
take. this seriously. 

A tour of the churches showed 
the thoroughness and _ vicious- 
ness of the looting operation. 

At Basilica de San Francisco, 
two blocks from the Plaza de 
Mayo, flames had gutted most 
of the interior, charring the 
walls and shattering the glass 
of the towering glass dome. 
Parts of the roof had collapsed 
in a heap of rubble. 

The vandals had smashed win- 
dows systematically in the corri- 
dors of the block-square assem- 
bly of connected buildings. They 
had set a fire in each pries.s 
room, with a thoroughness that 
must have required containers 
of gasoline with the advance 
planning that that implies. Many 
of the floors were burnt out 
completely, revealing the brick 
supports underneath. 

Walls Withstand Heat. 


Outside, although the thick 
stone walls had withstood the 
heat. charred beams and 
smashed ornamentation could be 
glimpsed through the yawning 
windows.

Borlenghi, under whose juris- 
diction @ome the Buenos Aires 
police, has been accused of or- 
dering an Argentine flag burned 
and then blaming incident on 
Catholic clergymen. His police 
stood by without interfering 
when the mobs sacked the 
churches. 

Another likely participant in 
the orgy of church destruction 
is a hoodlum organization known 


as the Alianza, or Nationalist 
Liberators Alliance of Argen- 
tina, which operates as a goon 


squad for Peron. 
Two years ago, when mobs 
burned the Jockey Club. of 


Buenos Aires and the headquar- 
ters of the Socialist and Radical 
parties, the Alianza was said to 
have arranged the violence. The 
Organization also’ undertook 
some persecution of Argentine 
Jews. 

On June 16, the Alianza was

‘Quickie’ Rearmament Delayed 

The new delay in passage of Chancellor 
Adenauer’s ‘quickie’ rearmament law is dis- 
appointing but not fatal. Rearmament has, after 
all, been approved in principle even though the 
bill to permit immediate enlistment of 6000 
volunteers has been sent back to committee in 
the lower house of Parliament. 

The setbackwpaobably represents further evi- 
dence of xZenuine and widespread misgivings 
among the Germans, if not about rearmament 
itself, then certainly about the terms of rearma- 
ment and the control of the new armed forces. 

With a warning of possible East-West civil war, 
Chancellor Adenauer joined in the stormy debate 
on how West Germany's newly authorized army 
is to be formed.

The official American reply to Mr. 
Molotov’'s latest proposals at San Fran- 
cisco has been delivered by Secretary 
Dulles. 

Only one point is necessary to end 
the cold war, Mr. Dulles declared, and 
not seven, as proposed by Mr. Molotov. 
That one point is: observe the U.N. 
Charter, do not use or threaten force 
against other nations, and stop subvert- 
ing the governments of other countries. 

Since the Soviets and their allies do 
use force and subversion, and through 
the abuse of the veto have frustrated 
the collective security system envisaged 
by the charter, Mr. Dulles asserted that 
there is only one way of warding off 
aggression, and that is by forming re- 
gional arrangements for self-defense. 
These arrangements are not only in 
keeping with the charter. They are also 
the best security safeguards for mem- 
bers and nonmembers alike, in that they 
preclude aggression by individual mem- 
bers and at the same time limit arma- 
ments. 


In this connection Mr. Dulles refuted 
Soviet claims to credit for peaceful poli- 
cies because of recent changes in the 
Soviet attitude toward Korea, Indochina, 
Austria, Yugoslavia, Germany and Ja- 
pan. He rightly pointed out that the 
Soviets had sabotaged settlement of 
thése problems for years and merely 
made virtue of necessity after the free 
nations had formed their alliances and 


had repelled aggression in Korea by 
force of arms. 
In view of this it is, indeed, only 


prudent, as Mr. Dulles said, to continue 
the policies which produced such virtue. 
It is with this in mind that the United 
States proposes to go to Geneva to 
work for the solution of other problems. 

The United States ‘will seek solutions 
of these problems in the spirit of the 
United Nations and in co-operation with 
other nations. But it does not propose 
to surrender principle and thereby for- 
feit the peace we seek.

Together Secretary Dulles and French 
Foreign Minister Pinay have offered 
what should prove a generally useful 
warning to Moscow as well as to world 
opinion on the prospects of coming 
East-West negotiations.

The Big Four conference next month 
in Geneva can make a real contribution 
to peace if the parti¢ipants will agree 
upon two general lines of behavior.

Having given the West no reason 
to trust them, the Soviet strategists are 
not convinced they can trust us. It is not 
at all too much to believe that they have 
become convinced by some of their 
own propaganda. 


Just as some of our own extremists 
have talked of a preventive war (as if 
there were such a thing) some of the 
Soviet. extremists very possibly have 
persuaded themselves. that the United 
States does in fact ‘have aggressive in- 
tentions against the Soviet sphere. 

It would be too much, therefore, to 
expect Mr. Molotov to embrace al! Mr. 
Dulles’s conditions, looking on, them 
as we do, and accepting in abidirg trust 
what we ourselves know is true as to 
our peaceful intentions. 

Actually, the two men—Dulles and 
Molotov—have stated the initial posi- 
tions from which their nations’ differ- 
ences must be negotiated. Unless it is 
possible to approach next month’s Gene- 
va conference of the Big Four powers 
with spirit of mediation, the conference 
can accomplish nothing. If all our posi- 
tions and prejudices have hardened, and 
if all the Soviet positions and preju< 
dices have done the same, negotiation 
only fans with words the differences al- 
ready cast in mismatched molds.

“In my opinion there is over-| 


whelming evidence that the 
armed forces of the United 
States did participate in germ 
warfare during the Korean war. 

Representative Gordon Scher- 
er (Rep.), Ohio, said that he 
would demand that Hardyman, a 
British-born naturalized citizen, 
be prosecuted, denaturalized and 
deported. Hardyman lives in 
nearby La Crescenta. 

Chief Assistant United States 
Attorney Manley J. Bowler said 
he would ask for a complete 
transcript of Hardyman’s testi- 
mony to determine if there is 
sufficient evidence to permit 
charges against Hardyman of 
treason, sedition, perjury, false 
statements to a Government 
agency in obtaining a passport 
and illegal use of a passport 

The rancher, 52 years old, de- 
nied that he had ever been a 
Communist. He testified that 
he was partly responsible for 
the founding of the Ormsby vil- 
lage for youth in nearby Topan- 
ga canyon.

Dr. Fritz 2 Zwicky, Jet 
Expert, in U.S. 30 
Years, Never Sought 
Citizenship. 


WASHINGTON, June 30 (AP) 
—-The Navy has withdrawn se- 


curity clearance from Dr. Fritz 
Zwicky, a top expert in rocket 


and-jet propulsion, because he 
has not declared his intention 
to become an American citizen, 

This means Zwicky, a Swiss, 
will be barred from research 
projects he originated. 

The Navy sald it would re- 
consider the question if the 
scientist changes his mind. In 
Pasadena, Calif., Zwicky said he 
had not sought United States 
citizenship because he felt that 
as a Swiss he could travel about 
the world with fewer restric- 
tions and thereby better fight 
Communism. 

Zwicky in 1949 was awarded 
the Medal of Freedom by then 
President Harry Truman for his 
work in jet propulsion. A profes- 
sor of astrophysics at California 
nstitute of Technology and a 
director of the Aerojet Corp., 
he founded Aerojet’s research 
depariment in rocket and jet 
fuels in 1943 and has continued 
to head it. The scientist came 
to the United States in 1925 as 
a research fellow at Caltech, 
where he has remained since,

Conditionally Dismisses 
Swiss Holding Firm’s 
Suit to Recover $100,- 
000,000. 


WASHINGTON, June 30 (UP) 
~The United States Court of 
Appeals today ruled against a 
Swiss holding company seeking 
to recover more than $100,000,000 
in American property which was 
seized by this Government as 
alien property in World War II. 

The court conditionally upheld 
dismissa] of a suit brought,by I. 
G. Chemie, also known as Inter- 
thandel. The property consists of 
more than 90 per cent of Gen- 
eral Aniline & Film Corp. stock 
and $1,800,000 in bank accounts 
and securities. 

Litigation has been going on 
since 1948. The Government 
sought to get the records of H. 
Sturzenegger and Co., a related 
Swiss banking firm, in order to 
defend against the suit. But 
Swiss authorities refused to re- 
lease the records. 

The Justice Department had 
argued that I. G. Chemie was 
“enemy tainted” because it was 
actually under control of Ger- 
man I. G. Farben interests. 

The court of appeals said that 
if within si xmonths the records 
are produced, the case would 
then go to trial on its merits. 


If not, dismissal would be auto- 
matic.

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Calves Brains an Epicurean Delight 


Most American Women Are Sq ueamish Over Some Delicacies

ODAY’S discourse is about 
T some very excellent dishes 

which are found in all the 
cookbooks, but seldom if ever on 
the dining room table. 

The reason lies in the pro- 
vincial squeamishness of most 
American women. Under the 
present system—and the more 
I think about it the less I’m con- 
‘vvinced it’s a good one—the 
women of the world prepare the 
food and the men*“eat it. Or 
try to. AS a result, the men 
never get what the women don't 
like. Or maybe I should: say, 
what the women have some pe- 
culiar obsessions about. 

A case,in point, brains. Calves 
brains, to my notion, are an epi- 
curean delight with a delicious 
delicate flavor. Yet all the av- 
erage man has to do is .mention 
to his wife that he likes calves 
brains and she acts like she 
went and married some kind of 
a monster. 

“Ugh!” she says, with a great 
deal of feeling and expression, 
and that ends the matter. If 
Friend Husband wants calves 
brains he'll have to get them 
somewhere else. Also in this 
category is baked heart, kidneys 
and, to some extent, sweet- 
breads. Liver used to be among 
the banned, but since it became 
both nutritional and high priced, 
it has snob appeal. Sweetbreads

ALVES brains and scrambled 
Cezes are an old favorite with 
a lot of men, if they can get 
them. It isn’t hard. When the 


brains have had the preliminary — 


cooking described above, cut 
them in slices and fry lightly in 
butter. Then beat up a half 
dozen eggs with six tablespoons 
of cream, season with salt and 
pepper, pour them over the 
brains and scramble all together. 

Now for a real fancy brain 


dish, here is brains amandine 
in a casserole. Have a pound 
and achalf of brains pre-cooked 
as above, and cut them into bite- 
size pieces. Heat four tablespoons 


of. butter and add the brains, a 
small minced onion, a fourth of 
a cup of chopped celery, a cup 
of sliced mushrooms and a table- 
spoon of minced parsley. Let it 
brown Slightly, stirring all the 
time, and just before it is com- 
pletely browned sprinkle it with 
four tablespoons of flour. Sea- 
son it with three fourths of a 
teaspoon of salt and a fourth 
teaspoon of paprika. Stir it up 
and add a cup of milk and a 
cup of stock, and cook it all 
until the. sauce thickens, still 
Stirring. Add three tablespoons 
of sherry and a fourth of a cup 
of slivered blanched almonds. 
Put it in individual casseroles, 
sprinkle a little buttered crumbs 
over the top of each and cook 
them in a hot oven until the 
crumbs are brown. 


Brain croquettes stand high in 
the ranks of brain dishes, or any 
dishes for that matter. 


Cook the brains as described 
above and then mince them fine. 
Then combine them with a cup 
of thick, hot cream sauce, a 
fourth of a teaspoon of paprika, 
a tablespoon of chopped parsley 


and a tablespoon of Madeira 
wine. 
Bring it to a boil and then 


turn down the heat and let it 
simmer for five minutes, stirring 
all the time. Turn out the fire 
and let the stuff cool a little 
and then beat in an egg. Shape 
the mixture croquettes, roll them 
in fine bread crumbs and dip 
them in an egg beaten up with 
milk. Then roll them again in 
crumbs and see that they’re well 
coated. |

put them in the refrigerator for 
several hours, until they’re 
chilled through. When you're 
ready to cook, melt two cups of 
lard in a deep cooker and have 
it smoking hot. Drop the cro- 
quettes in batches of four and 
let them cook until golden 
brown. Drain them and Serve 
them good and hot with slices 
of lemon and plenty of tartar 
sauce.

The men 
were Joseph Dixon and Forrest 
Hancock, trappers from the IIli- 
nois country. Although Colter

Colter, Dixon and Hancock 
spent the winter of 1806-07 on 
the Yellowstone river, but de- 
tails of their activities are lack- 
ing, for Colter kept no diary 
and what little is known about 
him was recorded by others. He 
must have decided to split up 
with Dixon and -Hancock, be- 
cause in May, 1807, Colter was 
paddling down the Missouri 
river in a canoe, alone, through 
the dangerous Sioux country 
when he met a large party of 
trappers ascending the river. It 
was the party of Manuel Lisa, 
a St. Louis fur trader, and in 
the group were three of Colter’s 
old friends from the Lewis and 
Clark expedition — George 
Drouillard. John Potts and Peter 
Wiser. The meeting took place 
at the mouth of the Platte river, 
where Omaha now stands. Again 
Colter turned back. Setting his 
canoe adrift, he joined the Lisa 
party as a guide and retraced 
his route to the Yellowstone.

He was with 
his old friend Botts on a tribu- 
tary creek of Jefferson's Fork 
when. they were surreunded by 
500 or more Blackfeet eager for

Lightning sometimes makes 
tubes in sand. These glassy ob- 
jects are known as lightning 
tubes, or fulgurites.

Q. What is heat lightning? 

A. It is a flashing of light in 
the sky which is seen some- 
times on a hot day. The most 
common time is in the late af- 
ternoon or early evening. This 
lightning is believed to be a re- 
flection of forked lightning in 
distant thunderstorms. Light- 
ning flashes may take place so 
far away that we fail to hear 
the sounds which they produce. 

Q. Is there such a thing as 
“ball ligh ? 

A. Yes, this lightning has been 
observed by scientists and pho- 
tographed. There are times when 
objects smaller than basketballs 
are observed floating about dur- 
ing a storm. In other cases (but 
'rarely) masses of ball lightning 
fill a section of the sky. An event 
of the latter type took place at 
Lincoln, Nebr., 25 years ago.
